In purchasing potatoes for table 


purposes, the following points should 
be kept in mind; First, that smooth 
potatoes are 
more 
desirable than 


rough ones, because they are 
more 


easily prepared, and less loss i? in- 
volved in th* paring. 
Second, that 


tubers which have been exposed to 
light for any considerable period soon 
acquire a more or less acrid taete; for 
this reason, newly harvested potatoes, 
if mature, are preferable for the win- 
ter's supply to those which have been 
kept for any considerable period un- 
der unsuitable conditions. Third, that 
very large potatoes are not especially 
desirable, partly on account of the 
greater length of time 
required to 


cook them uniformly, and partly be- 
cause they are often very variable in 
texture. Fourth, a good potato should 
be firm and crisp when cut, and a thin

In purchasing potatoes for table 


purposes, the following points should 
be kept in mind; First, that smooth 
potatoes are 
more 
desirable than 


rough ones, because they are

volved in th* paring. 
Second, that 


tubers which have been exposed to 
light for any considerable period soon 
acquire a more or less acrid taete; for 
this reason, newly harvested potatoes, 
if mature, are preferable for the win- 
ter's supply to those which have been 
kept for any considerable period un- 
der unsuitable conditions. Third, that 
very large potatoes are not especially 
desirable, partly on account of the 
greater length of time 
required to 


cook them uniformly, and partly be- 
cause they are often very variable in 
texture. Fourth, a good potato should 
be firm and crisp when cut, and a thin
